Forest's most controversial district ranger, 
Don Oman, has been promoted to forest 
' ecoQstem management officer, Forest Su- 
pervisor Bill LeVerc aimounced Monday. 

Oman has been the forest's Tvrin Falls 
district ranger for nearly 10 )*cars, and his 
strict enforcement of grazing permits has 
generated complaints, accusations and 
even a death ihr^t from some Oakley-arca 
cattle ranchers. 

In his new position, Oman will have 
forestwide reqxmsibility o\-er all resources 
- including grazing lant^ wildlife, fisheries, 
tiinbcr, soil, air and water quality. Oman 
was chosen because of his “outstanding re- 
■ S0UTCeethIC.“teVereSafdironday; 

“I see this as a real opportunity to influ- 
' ence all of these'resources on the whole for- 


est, not just on the Twin Foils district.’' 
Orxiansaid. 

Onian's vacanc>* as Twin F'olls district 
ranger wfll be filled b>- Don “Pete-** Peter- 
son, who has been the Burley distFict 
ranger sirtcc early 1993. Henceft^. Peter' 
son will supervise both the Burlc>* iwJ the 
Twin Falls ranger distrias.

LeVerc said, adding that Peterson will lie 
the primary contact fur agendes and ranch- 
ers with interests in both disrias. 

In a further effort in stretch its declining 
budget, the Sawtooth National Forest will 
align itself closely with the Boise and 
Payme national forests. 

The mos*cs could stretch forest employ- 
ees pretty thin. Sawtooth officials concede, 
but it has'the potential t'o~saVe''aiidut~ 
$100,000 annually. 

The ecosy^em manager position was cre- 


ated a year and a half ago and has been 
filled on a temporary basis by Sharon 
LaBrecque. Originally a forest planner, 
LaBrecque will revert to that job.

Given the 'opposition to Rose’s 
reappointment, ten began to doubt 
that Rose could muster enough sup>- 
pon for Senate confirmation. Kleiner 
said 

“He could see that getting Dr. 
Rose confirmed is'ould be bruising 
and divisive and that’s not what the 
commission needs,” Kleiner said. 

A powerful Rose ally - Sen. Luird 
Noh, R-Kimberly - assured Batt ihai 
Rose would enjoy strong support for 
confirmation; Seamaiy of State Pete- 
Cenarrusa also lobbied Ban to reap- 
point Rose. Both Noh and Cerourusa 
iire sheep grazers and Rose has tak- 
en an acth-e stand against predators. 

“Given his quality leadership. I 
felt Wes deserved to be reappoint- 
ed," Noh said Monday. “He was a 
wtmderful communicator and a tire- 
less public scn-ani." 

Batt’s relationship with the cur- 
rent commission has bt-en ;uvtfiv:irtl 


since he took office in 1995 - when 
he asked commissioners to submit 
their rcsigzatiuns. Ban wanted them 
to be compatible with positions he 
took on fish and game issues during 
the campaign 

He has said he herer intended to 
accept those itsagnations. But the in- 
cident prm-okvd an outcry about po- 
litical meddling from sportsmen 
aroimd the stale, and Balt eventually 
conceded the move wa.s premature 
and tU-advised.

Doctors hope 
cells reveal clue 
to Alzheimer’s 

WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
laboratory test of blood and skin 
cells offers promise for eoriy detec- 
tion of VUzheimer’s disease, a fatal 
brain disorder that now cannot be 
positively diagnosed until after 
death. 

The test could proride a way to 
detennine if ses'crc metnoty loss is 
due to Alzheimer’s or to a treatable 
disorder, said Dr. Jay H. Robfa^ a 
National Cancer Ii^tute researcher 
M-ho led a team that de\-eloped the 
test. 

“This test could be useful in iden- 
trying the disease absolutriy in pa- 
tients who ore diagnosed as proba- 
ble Alzheimer’s disease." said Rob- 
bins. A report on the rese arch is to 
be published today in the Proceed- 
ings of the National Academy of Sci- 
ences. 

Early diagnosis of Alzheimer’s

Supreme Court, in a decision that 
might hamper Prcsidci)|t Clinton’s 
effort to limit cigarette' advertis- 
, ing. Monday struck down Rhode 
Island’s ban on ads that list or 
refer to liquor prices. 

A unanimous court said the ban, 
aimed at promoting sobriety, vio> 
latcs freo-sp>eech ri^ts. The ruling 
also gave other commercial speech 
greater protection against govern- 
* meat regulation. 

The full impact of the ruling, 

' spelled out in four separate opin- 
ions, likely will not be known irndl 
lower courts begin to interpret it 

Bu t the ru ling marked .the hi^ 

court's strongest statement against 
regulating commercial speech 
since a landmark 1975 decision 
that extended to advertising the 
First Amendm,ent’s free-speech 
guarantee. 

Monday’s decision appeared to 
move commercial speech a step 
closer to being as protected 
against government regtiladon as 
political or artistic expression. But 
while all nine justices voted to 
enhance the freedom to advertise, 
only four favored doing so in 
sweeping fashion. 

The court, however, appeared 
ready to discredit its own 1986 
decision that said government 
may prohibit advertising for an 
activity if that acds-ity — such as 
gambling — could be prohibited 

altogether.’"' 

Justice Joto Paul Stevens wr ote 

in Monday's main opinion that 
blanket bans' such as Rhode 
Island’s prohibition against liquor 
ads ‘’rar^y survive constitutional 
review." He rejected the state’s 
argument that ads for “vice" prod- 
ucts such as liquor should be sub- 
jected to increased regulation. 

, Just labeling some activity as a 
vice isn’t enou^ to justify damp- 
ing down on accurate advertising 
if that activity itself remains legal, 
Stevens said. 

Clinton and the federal Food 
and Drug Administration hav6! 
proposed rules, opposed by the 
tobacco industry and others, that 
would forbid cigarette brand 

ad\-ertising at sports e vents and on 

T-shirts and oth'er goodS 
The proposed rules would ban 
tobacco billboards within 1,000 
feet of schools and playgrounds 
and limit the use of pictures and 
colors in cigarette ads. 

"I think the court’s ruling gives 
more ammunition to those who 
inevitably are goin^ to challenge 
any restrictions on agarette adver- 
tising," said Scott Bullock, an 
Institute of Justice lawyer who 
had opposed the Rhode Island- 
ban. 

“It’s-not a closed case but the 
ruling appears to help their argu- 
ments," he said. 

FDA spokesman Jim O’Hara 
said the proposed rules do not 
amount to a blanket ban on ciga- 
rette advenising but instead are 
aimed at reducing tobacco prod- 
ucts' appeal to minors, for whom 
smoking is illegal. 

While the Rhode Island case 
was under study, the justices held 
off considering a dispute over 
Baltimore’s limits on billboard ads

Rhode Island law allows adver- 
tising for alcoholic beverages but 
since 1956 had required publish- 
ers and broadcasters to exclude 
any mention of prices, or even the 
word “sale." .

— ^Washington (AP)-— The 

maker of the infamous Willie 
Horton ad-that-rocked ihe 1988 
- .presidential race on Monday- 
asked a federal judge to release 
President Clinton’s videotaped 
Whitewater testimony, prompt- 
ing an angry White House 
response. 

“Tell him to go back and crawl 
back under the rock that he 
came from,” White House 
spokesman Mike McCurry said 
when asked about Floyd Brown’s 
request for the videotape 

“He is personally responsible 
for some of the sleaziest politics 
that this nation has ever seen.” 

A transcript of Clinton’s testi- 
mony at the Arkansas trial of his 
former Whitewater panners wa.s 
releas ed la st wee k w hen jurors 
heard it. 

But presidential aides want 
the videotape kept under wraps 
. to prevent Republicans from 
using it in television ads this 
election year. 

Brown, chairman of a conserv- 
ative group called Citizens 
United, held a news conference 
to announce he was seeking pub- 
lic release of the videotape. 

“Bill Clinton's attempt to keep 
his testimony in the Whitewater 
trial from being publicly aired 
shows that he is absolutely para- 
noid about his testimony.” 
Brown said in a press release. 

“If ... he and Hillary did 
absolutely nothing wrong in 
regards to Whitewater, why 
can’t-the American people watch 
him say so under oatK?" 

In 1988, Brown produced the 
controversial ad almut Horton, a 
convicted murderer who 
esc aped while on furloufdt from 
a Massactiusctts prison and 
raped a woman. 

The ad blamed then-Gov. 


Michael Dukakis'for Horton’s 
release, damaging Dukakis cam- 
paign — against- -'-I hcn-Vice-- 
President George Bush and set- 
ting a new benchmark for nega- 
tive political campaigning. 

Brown has dogged Clinton 
about alleged ethical violations 
in his past. 

ABC, CBS. NBC, Cable News 
Network, the Radio-Television 
News Directors Association and 
the Reporters Committee for 
Freedom of the Press asked a 
federal appeals court Friday to 
order immediate release of the 
tape. 

A day earlier, U.S. District 
Judge George Howard Jr. reject-

TWIN FALLS - At a spcdal Twin Falls 
County commissioners meeting Monday -

complaints - real-estate appraiser Doug 
VoUmer questioned why the tax-exempt 
count)' hospital is building offices to com- 
pete with primte londlonfr and asked if it 
is exempt from the go>*cnuncntal rule of 
not malang money. 

VoUmer said he and a dozen or so oth- 
ers had looked into building an office 
complex, but interested doaors txtiked at 


signing personal guarantees. 

Instead, doctors told the private 
investors, they were going to Magic 
VaUc)' Regional Medical Center, think^ 
it would put up a medical-office building 
without those guarantees, said former 
Twin Falls Mayor VoUmer. 

The doaors were right. In September, 
despite an objection from then-board 
member Larry Braga, The hospital board 
approved paying an architea to ^gin 
drawings for an $8 million, two-story 
building on the county hospital’s campus. 

The building now is out to bid for coo- 
struaion. and final plans for a $527 inil- 


lion, onv-story building await board 
approval. Construction of such a building 
previously was put on hold in early 1994. 

The hospital’s landlord stattis wasn't 
the only thing drawing criticism at 
Monday’s special meeting.

• Bought loo much or poorly done 
advertising.

BOISE (AP) — Boise State 
University’s latest public opinion 
survey reinforces the picture of 
Idaho \-oters it has been profiling for 
years — conset^-advc in general but 
. less strident when it comes to 
specifics. 

The new su rvey, released on 


Monday by the Social Science 
R«jseahi\' Center, found half of the 
592 people questioned described 
themselves as fiscal consen’atis’es 
and over 55 percent tis social conser- 
\'arives. 

It reconfirmed their overall dislike 
of the federal government and prop- 
erty taxes and their belief that local 
government Ls the most respoasivei 
responsible and frugal. 

But only 17 percent supported the 
state taking over management of 
fedend lamhi \nthbut having to com- 
ply vdth federal environmental laws. 
Twenty-three percent opposed an>’ 
transfer of management — a domi- 
nate Issue in last winter’s legislative 
debate that saw a lawmakers over- 
whelmingly back state takeover of 
icderal Iand.s. 

'rhe poll, conducted by telephone 

during three wx*eks in Februaiy, has 
a margin of error of plus or minus 
fivv |)erccntagc points. 

While overwhelmingly opposed to 
increases in any ta.xes and solidly 
behind the One Percent Initiative 
capping property ta.xes, the respon- 
dents were also solidly against slash- 
ing spending on schools, roads, edu- 
cation. parks or sodal services and 
about 90 percent believe more tech- 


nical and vocational training oppor- 
tunities shovild be available. 

Two-thirds want the state to pay 
for social, os well as punitive, pro- 
grams for children and teen-agers at 
risk of running afoul of the law. 

And 60 percent supported a 
national surcharge on recreation 


equipment inaTbinoculars and bird 
feeders to finance nongumc wildlife 
programs — something the FLsh and 
Game Department has promoted 
over strident objections from 
Republican Gov. Phil Batt. Similiu' 
suridi urges are already collected on 
hunting and fishing equipment in 
finance programs for those users. 

For all the public attention on per- 
sonal property rights and criiidsm nf 
government agencies for acquiring 
land, nearly 75 percent biick contin- 
ued land purchases by the Fisli ;inil 
Giune Department for wildlife habi- 
tat and public access.

More nukes head to Gem State 


The Associated Press 

As expected, the Energy 
Department said Monday it will bring 
aiwut 20 tons of spent nuclear fuel 
from research reactors in foreign 
countries to sites in South Carolina 
and Idaho for indefinite storage. 

The bulk of the waste — 19 tons — 
will go to the Savannah River Site 
iveapoas complex near Aiken during 
the next 13 years, primarily because 
of restriciions on additional waste 
shipments to the Idaho National 
Engineering Luboraioiy' negotiated 
last year by (Jov. Phil Ban. 

The ck-panment also said it would 
spend million at SavTinnah River 
next yxw and os much as $1 billion 
during the life of the program to 
improve packaging and storage of 
the bomb^de uranium. 

The formal decision esdmates as 
many as 300 fuel shipments will be 
moved to Savannah River, beginning 
late this summer. The ^tt agree- 
ment limits shipments to INEL to 61 
through 2000 and then regulates 
them tiepending on federal compli- 
ance with waste cleanup and pro- 
cessing provisions of the deal and 
w'hcthcr a national dump for the 
material is open. The first shipment 
should not be made until mid-1997. 

South Carolina unsuccessfully 
sued to block previous shipments 
and in February, through his spokes- 
woman, Gov. David Beasley vowed 
to “fight this every step of the way." 

After Monday’s announcement, 
Beasley was reviewing his legal 


options, spokeswoman Robyn 
Zimmerman sai±

Officers are asking for raises of as 
much as $500 a month for each 
employee in the sheriffs depan- 
ment and jail, and an annual 5 per- 
cent salary increase. 

Sklar was accompanied at the 
meeting by fellow officers and by 
Twin Falls lawyer Mark Stubbs. 
Stubbs, who also is a Republican 
state representative, specializes in 
employment law. Stubbs was there 
to add some weight to their 
requests, though the officers said 
no laivsuit is on the horizon. 

Stubbs said one thing that 
impressed him about the sheriffs 
department i-s its low turnover. 
Earlier this year, the department 
estimated employee attrition at 
only 3 percent annually. But that 
may change soon. 

“I think they all really want to 
stay in law enforcement, but I 
think it's on the edge of going 
down," Stubbs said.

RUPERT - Administrators and teachers 
from the Minidoka County School District 
argued over proposed changes to the dis- 
tria’s grievance policy Monday afternoon 
during contract negotiations Iwtween the 
two entities. i 

A distria administrator said grie\*ances 
made by teachers should be brou^t to the 
attention of the principal first and from 
there the}' should be taken to the district 
superintendent and the School Board before 
any arbitration takes place. 

Assistant Superintendent Bob Pavlock 
further argued that the loser should pay all 
costs related to arbitradon if a grievance is 
— taken tharfar 

"It'costs this district a lot in legal fees 
every year, and it's getting to the point 
where if you sue and lose, you pay," said 
Pavlock. "The district doesn't want friralous 
arbitration and 1 don’t think we can split the 
costs." 

One of the proposals brought to the table 
by the Minidoka County Educators 
Assodadon was that costs of arbitration be 
split evenly between both sides. 

Steve Lynch, spokesman for the teachers 


union, said teachers are taxpayers, parents 
and patnau as well as employees, and they 
should be^allowed to approach a School 
Board member with concerns. 

Lynch also argued that it's fair to split the 
costs of arbitration between both sides and 
if the district refuses to accept the proposal 
it will result in fewer teachers coming for- 
ward with their concerns. 

District officials announced lost week that 
contract negou.ations will be held in open 
session this ytmr for the first time in several 
years. 

During a previous meeting both sides 
agreed to come to the table with eight items 
each. The district proposes changing the 
grievance procedure to include no work 
stoppage, strikes, votes of confidence, or 
meetings-with board members withourfim- 
foUowing es*ef}' step of grievance procedure. 
The district proposm further states that con- 
cerns or grievances not filed through 
process are considered invalid and are not 
eligible for board aaion. 

The district also proposes changing evalu- 
ation procedures for first-jear teachers, cut- 
ting i^rsonal leave days to three, or cosh 
payment of $95 if the da>*s go unus^. Other 
proposals include cutting professional leave 
to one day per >eor and agreeLig to a two- 


year negotiated overall contract. 

The teachers* union proposes changing 
the grievance policy- to give the administra- 
tion 10 days to respond to a grievance, 
rather than the present five days allowed. 
The teachers also propose a 6 percent salary 
increase. splitting costs of arbitration, modi- 
fying teaching hours to include two addi- 
tional record-keeping days, dismissing 
school at noon on the days before 
Thanl^ring and Christmas vacations, and 
organizing a committee to strengthen dis- 
crienride ^sdpUne. 

The teachers' union further proposes 
changing sick leave compensation to $70 per 
day. increasing the number of sick leave 
day*s and giving a svcllnuss day if no sick 
leas-c is taken. 

— They also ask that the dlsiricfbegia"pn>~ 
viding vision insunince for employees and 
giving a portion of unanticipated income 
frum the state to salaries. 

The two entities have agreed to meet on 
Mondays at 4 p.m. until the negotiations are 
finished. All meetings are open to the public 
but the two negotiating teams can coll for 
private sessions. 

On Monday, Pavlock proposed reducing 
the number of neg<»tiating items to five, a 
point he argued for during a previous meet- 


ing. However. Lynch refused, saying the 
teachers had compromised enough by drup>- 
ping from 17 original items to ei^t. 

liie rest of NIonday's meeting was spent 
dickering over whether teachers should be 
allowed to approach a School Board mem- 
ber with their concenw. 

Pavlock argued that a teacher acting as an 
employee should go through the proper 
grievance channels with a problem. 

But. teachers should not be restricted 
from talking to board members on other 
matters, said Sch<M)l Board Chairman Bill 
Hep%vorih. 

"If a teacher is trying to get around, or 
change the grievance procedures then no 
you shouldn’t be able to go directly to a 
board member." Hepwonh said. "But if you 
are'weuring a different hatrSaylis a parent' 
•*r pam>n. then that's different." 

Pavlock added that the district doesn't 
want any teacher to think he can't approach 
a board member as a citizen. But. if it's a 
school-related grievance it should go 
through the proper channels, he said. 

Lynch said those channels don’t cover 
every matter. , 

“We ju.st want to have a way to solve 
problems that don't fit under the current 
contract. We need other avenues."

Court won’t speed up unabomber case

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Unabomber suspect Theodore 
Kaczynski Monday failed to win 
spccdcd-up Supreme Court consid- 
eration of his attempt to avoid 
prosecution because of news leaks. 

The court will decide later 
whether to give Kacrynski a new 
chance to argue in a lower court 
that news leaks have so fwisuned 
public opinion that tt-would be 
impossible to find an impartial 
-grand-jury.—^ 

“The government’s conduct has 
made the word 'Unabomber’ and 
tho name Theodore Kaczynski 
interchangeable,” his appcaj con- 
tended. 

Kaczynski was arrested April 3 
and charged with possessing bomb 
components. 


.A 12-dny search of his tiny 
shack near Lincoln, Mont., 
turned up what sources said is 
evidence linking him to the 
Unabomber’s 18-ycar spree of 
bombings, which killed three 
people and injured 23. 

He has not been charged in any 
of those attacks. 

.A federal judge in Montana 
on-ATJril-19 refused to"throw 
out the bomb-possession 
■chargc-dr-ban-3n\'"governmenr 
prosecution of Kaczynski 
because of a leaks about the 
case by unnamed government 
officials. 

U.S. District Judge Charles 
Lovell called the news leaks 
’’entirely regrettable" but said he 
saw no evidence they are part of 


an intentional effort to prejudice 
the public against Kaczynsld. 

The San Francisco-based 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals dis- 
missed Kaezynski’s appeal on 
April 2-1. 

The appeals court said that, 
^cept in rare situauons, it lacl« 
jurisdiction over an appeal by 
someo ne no t yet indicied_by_a_ 
' fe'dentl grand juryl 

Kaezynski’s appeal to the high 
court said he “was entitled to 
pro%'6 through the presentation 
of evidence that the govern- 
ment’s outrageous conduct 
denied fundamental constitution- 
al rights.” 

His lawyer said government 
officials “insisted on providing 
up-to-the-minute information to 


the national media concerning 
the incriminating quality of the 
evidence being taken from 
(Kaezynski’s) cabin, to prove to 
the public that the legendary 
'Unabomber’ case had been 
solved." 

“The government’s decision to 
vilify him in the national media 
-with- incriminating evidence, 
before charging him with any 
-Urubomber’ crime,- worked to fo^— 
feit the government’s right to pros- 
ecute (Kaczynski) for such 
crimes,” the appeal said. 

Justice Department Iaw>-crs did 
not respond to Kacrynski’s 
appeal. j

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - If you 
think the Indianapolis 500 lineup has 
a bunch of unknown drivers, you 
ought (Q see the list of others still 
garage-ho'pping for rides. 

Tony George’s new Indy Radng 
League and the absence of many of 
the most recognizable names in auto 
racing have attracted dozens of 
drivera who otherwise would have 
no chance to race at the woricTs most 
famous track. 

Most of them nil! have no chance. 

Besides the 26 drivers who already 
have qualified for the race, 35 others 
have passed mandatoay physical ex- 
aminations. Only a handful of those, 
oU rookies, w ere on the original en- 
try list and have cars available for 
the final weekend of qualifications 

Saturday and Sunday. 

Others, such as former winner 
Gordon Johncock and veterans 
Gary Bettenbausen, Tero Palm- 
roth, Danny Ongait and Roger 
Roger, at least have Indy creden- 
tials to offer prospective employ- 
ers. They also have some name 
recognition. 

But others, such as BiDy Boot, who 
won a U.S. Auto Club-record 11 
straight midget car Victoria last 
year, Andy Michner, who last month 
won the fastest USAC sprint car fea- 
ture in history and was the series 
nmner-up the past two years; and 
Brazilians Affonso Giaffone and 


Paulo Carcasd. who came from the 
developmental Indy Lights series, 
could walk through Gasoline Alley 
without drawing a glance.

“Regardless of wrhat CART does, 
there is plenty of room for more 
open-whe^ sin^e-seot radng," pole- 
winner Scott Brayton said.
